REV. WILLIAM W. ALBEA. 

BY W. S. CRHASY. 

William Warren Albea was born in Iredell County, North Carolina, 
October lolh, 1810, and gently fell asleep in Jesus December 13th, 
1896. at 10:30 o’clock p. m., in Winston, N. C. 

He was converted at Moss’ camp ground in 1830; was licensed to 
exhort by Rev. J. Goodman in 1831 ; licensed to preach by Rev. 
Moses Brock in 1831 ; joined the Virginia Methodist Episcopal Con- 
ference, at Petersburg, Va., February 27th, 1833. His first charge 
was Sussex Circuit in 1833-4. He was ordained Deacon by Bishop 
Hedding at Norfolk, Va., in 1S36 ; ordained Elder by Bishop Morris 
at Greensboro, N. C., in 1838. He served various charges in the Vir- 
ginia ami North Carolina Conferences with great acceptability; was 
agent for a time of Greensboro Female College. He organized the 
church and station at Winston, N. C., in 1854, and served the charge 
in 1854-5. He was pastor of that station again in 1869-70 and ’71. 
His health failed, and in 1873 he received the superannuated relation, 
and for twenty-three years he waited for his release. Sixty-six years 
a professor of religion ; sixty-three years a minister of the Gospel ; 
forty years an active itinerant Methodist preacher. His name in the 
city where he lived longest and where he departed for the good world, 
is a household word, and is as ointment poured forth. Everybody in 
Winston knew and loved “ Uncle Albea.” He was very modest and 
retiring, wanted but little said about him when he was gone, and be- 
cause of this there is much in our heart in the way of praise and 
eulogy to be said, that must not be spoken here, because of his earn- 
est desire and urgent request. His sheaves are many and his works 
will follow. 

He was happily married to Miss Eugenia E. Hooker, October 28th, 
1851. There w’ere two children born to them, a son and daughter, 
who. w’ith their mother, survive, and mourn the loss of father and 
husband. 

His funeral was conducted by the wwiter at his home, assisted by 
the pastors of the different churches in the city. It was aii occasion 
to be remembered to the end of life’s journey, as we said the last 
words about his sleeping form and contemplated the joy he was 
receiving from his Master’s hand. We buried him in the Winston 
cemetery, where the angels will watch the precious dust until it shall 
wake at the call of the Master. Then we shall see him again in the 
vigor of youth, and clothed in white, rejoicing in the Lord. God 
grant that we may be ready to go with him through the pearly gates.

John Calvin Hartsell, son of James L. and Elizabeth Hartsell, was 
born in Montgomery (now Stanly) County, North Carolina, Septem- 
ber 17, 1839, and died in Shelby, North Carolina, December 2, 1896, 
57 years. 2 months and 15 days. He -was converted and joined 
the M. E. Church, South, when sixteen years of age, and was licensed 
to preach May 18, 1861, by the Quarterly Conference of Concord Cir- 
cuit and Rocky River Mission, held in the town of Concord, N. C., 
Rev. Sidi H. Browne, P. E. 

He was admitted on trial in the South Carolina Conference at its 
session held in the town of Spartanburg, S. C., commencing Decem- 
ber II, 1862; was ordained Deacon by Bishop George F. Pierce, No- 
vember 20, 1864, and Elder by Bishop William M. Wightman, Decem- 
ber 23. 1866. He was transferred to the North Carolina Conference 
with the territory in North Carolina transferred by the General Con- 
ference of 1870, and became a member of the Western North Carolina 
Conference at its organization in 1890. 

He served the following charges ; 1863, Greenville Circuit, South 
Carolina; 1864, Walterboro Circuit, South Carolina; 1S65, Albemarle 
Circuit, North Carolina; 1866, Wadesboro Circuit, North Carolina; 
1867-8, Happy Home Circuit, North Carolina ; 1869, Chesterfield Cir- 
cuit, South Carolina. From this date his charges were all in North 
Carolina, viz.: 1870-1, Albemarle Circuit; 1872. North Charlotte Cir- 
cuit ; 1873, Marion Circuit; 1874-5-6, Happy Home Circuit; 1877, 
Newton Circuit; 1878, Happy Home Circuit; 1879. South Fork Cir- 
cuit ; 1880. Shelby Circuit ; 1881, Rutherfoidton Circuit ; 1882. Marion 
Circuit; 1883, Smithfield Circuit; 1884-5-6-7, Gaston Circuit; 1888, 
Rock Spring Circuit; 1889. Alamance Circuit; 1890-1, Statesville 
Circuit; 1892-3, Elkin aud Jonesville Station ; 1894, Mocksville Cir- 
cuit ; 1895, Davidson Circuit. 

At the close of this year his health had so failed that he was forced 
to superannuate, which relation he sustained till his death. 

He was married three times. First to Miss Penelope Barkley, May 
8, 1862. She lived only a few months after marriage. Second to 
Miss Mary L Mitcham, October 17, 1865. Six children were born to 
them, three of whom are dead, aud two sous and one daughter, now 
the wife of Prof. Leon Cash, of Salem, N. C , are living. His second 
wife died November ist, 1875, and he married Mrs. F'. J. Kendall, nee 
Palmer. May 9th, 1876. Four children were born to them, one of 
whom is dead, and two daughters and one son are living. Two wives 
and four children preceded him to the heavenly home, leaving a 
bereaved widow and six fatherless children, three sons and three 
daughters, still on the way to that blessed reunion above to form an 
undivided family in the kingilom of glory. 

Brother Hartsell was on the effective roll for thirty-three years, and 
his .ecord is on high. He consecrated the best part of his physical 
manhood, developed intellect, well stored mind, mature judgment 
and rich experience to the Church of God. With a fair education, a 
good fund of useful knowledge, and well posted in the doctrines of 
his Church, he was an acceptable and successful preacher. His min- 
istry w'as owned and honored of God, and fruitful in results. He had 
many seals to his ministry an souls for his hire. Many saints were 
edified, blacksliders reclaimed, mourners comforted, distressed re- 
lieved, bereaved consoled and souls saved through the instrumen- 
tality of his work of faith, patience of hope, and labor of love. He 
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will have manv jewels in his crown of rejoicing in the day of his 
coronation. Many will rise up in that day and call him blessed. 
And he can say with Paul, “ The seal of mine apostleship are ye in 
the Lord.” i Cor. 9, 2. 

To him, I learn, belongs the honor of organizing the first church 
in the town of Hickory, N. C., with eight or nine members, w'here 
they now support a stationed preacher and are building a handsome 
house of worship. 

As a man and Christian he had the wisdom that is from above, 
which is ‘’First pure, then peaceable, gentle, and easy to be en- 
treated. full of mercy and good fruits, without partiality, and without 
hypocrisy ” He was affable, sociable, kind, generous, magnani- 
mous ; a high-toned Christian gentleman ; one of nature’s noblemen. 
To me he was a tried and true friend, and a most congenial compan- 
ion. When he was on his last charge we weie neighbors in the same 
town. Lexington. N. C. I visited him frequently often went with 
him to his appointments, helped him in his work, found him a faith- 
ful servant of God, and learned to know him better and to love him 
more than I ever did before. 

In his home he was the recognized center and head. As a hus- 
band and father he was devoted, kind, considerate, and affectionate. 
In his home was God’s altar. Even in his last sickness he kept the 
fire of prayer and incense burning upon that hallowed altar. Often 
when he was unable to sit up some member of the family would read 
the Scripture less )ii and he would lead the prayer while lying on his 
bed. lu his home God was recognized, worshipped and honored. 

He had been a victim of dvspepsia f«*r a number of years, and 
during the last years of his life he suffered most intensely and almost 
constantly with sciatica. I know how he suffered, for I was with 
him a great deal in his home and on his work. But in it all he was 
prayerful, patient, hopeful, and often cheerful. I have seen him 
preach and perform other services when I knew that it was tortnre 
on account of his severe sufferings. But with a zeal born of his 
undying love for Jesus and for the souls which He had purchased 
with His blood, and with earnest consecration to the cause he loved 
so well, he bravely stood at his post as a watchman on the walls of 
Zion, often preaching when he could hardly stand long enough to 
deliver his message. The last time he preached he was so feeble he 
had to sit down to finish his sermon. But like Paul he could say, 
“But none of these things move me, neither count I niv life dear 
unto myself, so that I might finish mv course with joy. and the min- 
istry, which I have received of the Lord Jesus, to testify the gospel 
of the grace of God.” Acts 20. 24. And again, like that grand hero, 
he could say, “For which cause we faint not; but though our out- 
ward man perish, yet the inw'ard man is renewed day by day. For 
our light affliction, which is but for a moment, worketh for us a far 
more exceeding and eternal w’eight of glory ; while we look not at the 
things which are seen, but at the things which are not seen ; for the 
things which are seen are temporal, but the things which are not 
seen are eternal.” 2 Cor. 4: 16 18. He often said during his last 
illness that he must suffer as well as do the w’ill of God. In addition 
to his other diseases, he was attacked with laryngitis a few days before 
he died, which doubtless hastened his death. His wife and children 
were all present when he died, except Mrs. Cash, who was quite sick 
herself at the time. He was buried in Shelby, N. C., on Tuesday, 
December 3d. 1896. with Masonic honors, and there his remains will 
rest and wait for the coming of his Saviour. 
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REV. JOHN W. ROBERTS.

John Warlick Roberts, only son of Worth and Mattie Warlick 
Roberts, was born in Hickory, N. C., November 9th, 1871. and died 
of typhoid fever in Bessemer City, N. C., June 24th, 1897, aged 25 
years, 7 months and 15 days. 

He was converted and joined the church at Wesley Chapel in 
South Fork Circuit, when about thirteen years old, R. M. Hoyle 
being preacher in charge. He was licensed to preach by the Quar- 
terly Conference of the South Fork Circuit in 1892 by T. W. Guthrie, 
Presiding Elder. He was employed as supply on South Fork Circuit 
during the latter part of the year 1893. in place of the preacher in 
charge, whose health had failed. In the midstof the following year 
he took charge of Riverside church in Asheville, as the health of the 
pastor there had broken dowu. At the end of that year, November, 
1S94, he was admitted on trial into the Western North Carolina Con- 
ference, at its session in Statesville, and appointed as a student to 
Randolph Macon College. Again there was demand for him for pas- 
toral work, and the following January Bishop Wilson appointed him 
to organize and serve a new charge at Bessemer Citv. In response to 
the urgent plea of all the people in his field of labor he was re- 
appointed to the same charge at the Con Terence of 1895, and again in 
1896, and continued to serve it until his death. At the Iasi session of 
the Conference, in Salisbury, November, 1896, he was admitted into 
full connection and ordained a deacon by Bishop Galloway. 

His parents having removed to Texas, his mother died there when 
he was under two years of age. His father lost his life by an accident 
a few years later in Colorado. 

On the death of his mother he and an only sister were brought 
back to bis maternal grandfather, the Rev. David Warlick, of Catawba 
County, N. C., and in this Christian home they were brought “up in 
the nurture and admonition of the Lord.” Young Roberts attended 
the schools near his home, and afterwards studied at Rutherford and 
Weaverville Colleges, and obtained a fair education which he con- 
tinued to supplement by careful study. 

Nature endowed him with a robust physical and mental constitu- 
tion, and divine grace developed in him from infancy a moral and 
spiritual character possessed by but few young men. His thought 
and speech on all occasions were pure. He had due regard for all 
the proprieties of life, and deep reverence for sacred things. His 
religious experience was clear, his call to the ministry beyond ques- 
tion, his purpose for life fully decided, and, with every talent conse- 
crated to the Master’s use, whatever his hand found to do, he did it 
with his might. And he wrought mightily. From the beginning he 
was a strong, sound preacher, but his character spoke louder than 
his words. All classes recognized in him a man of God ; a workman 
that needed not to be ashamed. In all his ministerial labors his suc- 
cess was phenomenal. Every interest of the church, temporal and 
spiritual, showed the effect of his strong influence. His praise was 
on all lips. Blessed with a cheerful and hopeful disposition, modest 
prudent and sympathetic, able and willing to work, a faithful servant 
of all for Christ’s sake, he worked his way into all hearts. In him 
were beautifully blended the dew of youth and the wisdom oftener 
found with hoary hairs. 
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He had so unreservedly committed his way unto the Lord that, 
young as he was. he seemed to be perfectly resigned to his will. 

Three days before his death he said to the writer that he was ready 
to live, or die, as the Lord might will ; that whatever the issue of his 
illness might be it would be all right. A short time before the fatal 
fever seized him, in company with his wife and some friends, he 
marked the place w’here he desired to be buried— beside the church 
in Bessemer City, which he loved so well and had so faithfully served. 
In that spot his ashes await the resurrection. 

He was married March 13th, 1895, in Lincolnton, to Miss Mamie 
Alice Steele, eldest daughter of Rev. M. T. Steele, of the Western 
North Carolina Conference. Each seemed especially prepared by 
mental and spiritual gifts to be the fit companion of, and co-laborer 
with, the other ; and in their union there was much promise of many 
years of happiness and usefulness. But alas, for earthly prospects! 
We cannot understand why the devoted young wife and the infant 
son, with so many who loved him, are left so early to deplore their 
loss. The kind voice of the husband, father, pastor, friend, is still. 
But the living Father in heaven whispers comfort and hope; and all 
is well. 
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BOARD OF COLPORTAGE. 

The Board of Colportagt submits the following : 

One year ago we established a Colportage Agency for our own Con- 
ference, and elected N. R. Pichardsou Agent. Some feared that our 
boundaries were too narrow to insure success. We are, however, grati- 
fied to state that the report of the Agent shows the enterprise to be a 
•decided success, he having traveled 2,710 miles, preached 58 times, and 
sold books to the value ul f5,720, aside Irom Ins local trade in High 
Point. In addition to this, over ^1,100 worth of books have been sold in 
our territory by Brother Gattis, our former Colportage Agent, during and 
since our last Conference session. 

We recommend the appointment of N. R. Richardson to the Colport- 
age Agency for another year, and that Frank Gurley, a layman of our 
■church, be recognized as co-partner with Bro. Richardson in this agency. 

We recommend the adoption of the rollowiiig : 

1. That since our Conference has a Colportage Agenc}', separate from 
all other Conferences, we recommend that all our preachers and mem- 
bers purchase books and Sunday School literature from our own Agent. 

2. That we urge our preachers to purchase on credit no more books 
than they can reasonably expect to pay for at the next session of the 
Annual Conference, and that all purchases be promptly paid for bv the 
session of the Conference next following the purchase. 

We have elected J. A. Cook a member of our board, vice J. C. Hartsell 
deceased.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Report Number One. 

The Board of Education submit the following report: 

We have endeavored to ascertain the facts as to the condition and the 
work of the institutions of learning under the care of the Conference. 
The Western North Carolina Conference owns and controls, entire, 
Davenport College and Weaverville College, and jointly, with the North 
Carolina Conference. Trinity College and Trinity High School. Reports 
of these institutions have been submitted. Also, the report of Greens- 
boro Female College has been referred to the Board. 

We learn from these reports that there is an increased attendance over 
last year. This is very gratif}ing, and indicates a growing interest 
among our people on the subject of Christian Education. We h'ereby 
■commit ourselves uncompromisingly to Christian Education, and insist 
that our people in their homes teach their children the doctrines of 
Christ. We urge our people to patronize those schools and colleges 
which give positive instructions iu the truths of the Bible. 

TRINITY COLLEGE. 

We rejoice to learn of the marked success of this institution of learn- 
ing during the past conference year. The attendance is larger than last 
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year, and the students are reported to be a manly body of young men. 

All the graduates of last year had made an open ptofession of religion. 

We hereby express our appreciation of the labors of the President and 
Faculty for the work they are doing in the education of the youth of our 
Church and State, and urge our people to consider the claims of Trinity 
College and the character of the work done there. 

We desire to express our high appreciation of the liberality of the 
Messrs. Duke and others for the generous donations they have made to 
the College. Especially would we tender our thanks to Mr. Washington 
Duke for his gift of f 100,000 to the endowment fund. 

We recommen<l that this Conference ratify the action of the Board of 
Trustees in- accepting the donation, with its conditions, that women 
shall be admitted to all the departments of study. Under this provision 
twelve young women have entered the College, and we are glad to learn 
that this new departure is working without the least Iriction. 

The secretary of each of the Boards of Education is hereby instructed 
to gather from all available sources the names and postoffice address of 
students prepared to enter Trinity College and send to the President of 
the College this list on or before the first of June of each year. That 
the President of the College will endeavor to see these persons, either in 
person or by agent, and arrange with them for attending College. 

We recommend the election of Kope Eli.rs, G. W. Flowers, M. C. 
Mayer, W. C. Willson, P. H. Hanes and W. R. Odell as Trustees of the 
College. 

We recommend that the Trustees of Trinity Ctdlege consider the 
advisability of establishing a Preparatory School at Trinity College. 

DAVENPORT COLLEGE. 

This college is located at Lenoir, and is a most valuable property. It 
would be difficult to find a more beautiful situation for a school. While 
the patronage is chiefly local, we learn that the school is doing good 
work, and we commend it to the support of our people. 

We recommend the election of W. P. Ivey, A. N. Todd, J. B. Atkin- 
son, D. Atkins, D. Matt. Thompson, F. L. Townsend and J. N. Bohan- 
non as additional Trustees of the College. 

As the Trustees have signified a willingness to co-operate with the 
Conference in converting Davenport College into a Home and Indus- 
trial School, and believing that such a school is needed, we recommend 
the re-appointment of D. Atkins, D. Matt. Thompson and F. L. Towm- 
send as a commission to consider this matter, and in connection with a 
committee of the Woman’s Parsonage and Home Mission Society, to 
consider a proposition on this subject, made by the Misses McDaniel, of 
Lincoluton. Also to consider any other propositions that may be made 
looking to the establishment of such a school. 

WEAVERVILLE COLLEGE. 

The report of this institution, made by its President, is quite encour- 
aging. The number of pupils in the regular college course is reported 
to be larger than usual. We believe that this school, in a quiet way, 
has done and is now doing a work of much importance for this moun- 
tain region of our State. We commend it to the consideration and sup- 
port of our people. 

We recommend the re election of C. A. Nichols, J. A. Reagan, R. W. • 
Pickens and F. P. Roberts as Trustees. Also, the election of D. Atkins 
in place of J. F. .Austin. 

We recommend, as a visiting committee, the appointment of Frank. 
Siler, E. L. Bain, J. C. Curtis and J. A. Nichols. 
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TRINITY HIGH SCHOOL. 

This school, under the present management, seems to be growing in 
numbers and usefulness. The enrollment is reported to be larger than 
it has been for some time. ‘'Old Trinity” is a name dear to many of 
our people. It invites and should have a large patronage. _ 

BREVARD EPWORTH SCHOOL- 

The Epworth School located at Brevard is reported to be growing in 
numbers and doing much good This is a Home and Industrial School, 
the charges being remarkably low. We commend this school to the 
people generally. 

GREENSBORO FEMALE COLLEGE. 

We are glad to learn that the attendance this year at this institution 
is larger than it has been in seven years, and that a good proportion of 
the patronage is from the Western North Carolina Conference. This 
institution, while not owned by the Church, is doing much for the 
Church, and we heartily commend it to the patronage of our people ami 
the general public. 

SCARRITT BIBLE AND TRAINING SCHOOL. 

Miss Maria L. Gil'Son, Principal of this School, asks through letter 
that this Conference correct the false impression which is abroad that 
only young women who are preparing for the foreign missionary work 
are admitted. She says, “You may state positively that there is no 
such limitation, but that Christian young women w'ho have no other 
object than to study the Bible for their own good, or for their help as 
Sunday School teachers or Christian workers are especially' urged to 
come.” 

This school is located in Kansas City, Missouri, and we heartily com- 
mend it to the Christian young w’omen of our Church and State. 

EDUCATIONAL DAY. 

In compliance with a resolution adopted by our General Board of 
Education, we suggest that the third Sunday in June shall be known as 
“Educational Day,” at which time the subject of Christian Education 
shall be brought proininentlv before our people aud the claims of our 
institutions of learning emphasized ; and, if the occasion be proper, the 
collection for education taken. 

CHILDREN’S DAY. 

We wish to call the attention of our Preachers and Sunday School 
Superintendents to the importance of observing Children’s Day, which 
is the third Sunday in May, or as near that time as practicable. We 
would urge them not to omit the Children’s Day' service, and as the law 
of the Church directs, to take a collection for the aid of needy Sunday 
Schools, Christian Education, etc.

We recoinmeiid that an assessment of I5 000 be made for education 
and that it be apportioned to the several charj^es on the same basis as 
the other <feneral collections. Of this amount $2 900 shall be for Trinity 
College; ^1,500 for Weaverville Collef^e ; $300 for Trinit\’ Hi^h School, 
and the r<mainin<j $300 for the General Board of Ivlucalion. 

The Secretary and Treasurer of the Board made his report, which was 
accepted. 

We believe that the Distiict and Local Boards of Educa’.ion properly 
organized and put towoik, as provided in Report No. 2 of last vear, 
may be made lire means of doing much for our eilucational work. They 
can render much needeil assistance to the presidents and principals of 
our schools. In order that these provisions be made effective, there- 
fore lie it 

Resolved. That th.e Presiding Elder of each District shall call a meet- 
ing of his District Board of Education early in the year and plan an 
educational campaign. 

That on his second round of Quarterly Conferences he shall see that 
the L0C..I Boards are thoroughly organized, emphasizing the duties and 
wc'rk of these boards, and show them wherein they can render a great 
and lasting seivice. 

That it shall be the dnt)* of the secretaries of these boards to send to 
the presidents and principals of our schonl.-, a list of the names of such 
persons as might be induced to attend a high school or college. That 
the heads of these schools be urged to use all diligence, either by per- 
sonal contact or otherwise, to induce these persons to attend some of 
our schools. 

We recommend that the Secretary of the Conference be requested to 
publish, in connection with this report. Report No. 2 of this Board, 
(made last year) as general information, with such changes in the mem- 
bership of the District Boards as may have been made.

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Educational Report Number Two. 

The action of the last General Conference in constituting a Board of 
Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and the election 
of a Secretary of Education, we regard as eminently wise. In order to 
complete the organization in our own Conference, and to facilitate the 
work in behalf of this important interest of the Church, your Board 
recommends th^ adoption of the following ; 

1. This Conference shall elect a Conference Secretary of Education, 
to serve without salary, to whom the several District Boards of Educa- 
tion, hereinafter provided for, shall report imme<lialely upon their 
organization. It shall he the duty of the Conference Secretary of Edu- 
cation to see that the District Boards be furnished with catalogues of all 
our institutions and with all information necessary to the prosecution of 
the work of District Boards, and to keep a roster of teachers desiring 
situations, and to put them in correspondence with the Boards applying 
for teachers. 

2. This Conference shall also elect a Conference Treasurer of Educa- 
tion, to whom all moneys belonging to the Conference Board of Educa- 
tion shall be paid, and who shall pay out of the said funds the expenses 
of the Secretary of the Board for stationer}', printing, etc., and the travel- 
ing expenses of members of the District Boards, when in the discharge 
of their duties as members of the Board, anrl shall present an itemized 
statement of all moneys received and disbursed by him to the Annual 
Conference Board of Education, with vouchers therefor. 

II. District Boards of Education. 

Every District Conference shal\ elect, for a term of two years, four 
laymen, and the Presiding Elder shall appoint three preachers from his 
district, as a District Board of E lucation. The Presiding Elder shall be, 
ex officio, a member of the Board, and he shall have power to fill any 
vacancies occurring in the Board in the interim of District Conferences. 
He shall call a meeting of the Board for his district in the m )iuh of 
April, which shall effect its own organization and report the same to the 
Conference Secretary of E lucation, and lay such plans for their work 
in the district as in their ju Igmentare advisalile. The four laymen upon 
this Board shall be. ex officio, members of the District Conference. It 
shall be the duty of the District Boards of Education ; 

1. To secure through the Local Boards of E lucation, hereinafter pro- 
vided for, such facts concerning the number of children and young peo- 
ple of our own church of school age and the facilities for education 
within their bounds as shall enable the Church to know the needs of our 
people ; to secure fioni the Secretary the names of such teachers as desire 
situations, and to do all in their power to supply the local needs within 
the bounds of their several districts ; to procure the names and addresses 
of such young people as may be induced to attend our academies and 
colleges and to report them to the faculties ; personally to aid the agents 
of our schools in w’hatever way possible when canvassing within their 
bounds; and to report in writing to the District Conference the work of 
the Board for the year, together with the statistics before mentioned. 

2. No student for our ministry shall Oe admitted to our academies or 
college, as a beneficiarv student, who has not been recommended to the 
District Board by the Local Board of the charge in which he holds his 
membership, and by the District Board to the faculty of the institution 
which he proposes to enter. When such application is made and ap- 
proved, the District Board shall diligently enquire what amount of aid 
is absolutely necessary for such applicant, to meet expenses other than 
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tuition, and shall inform the Local Boards of the amounts expected from 
them ; and the Local Boards shall raise the amounts in such a way as 
they deem best ; and the said amounts, when raised, shall be forwarded 
to the Treasurer of the Conference Board of Education with information 
for whom it is to be used. 

3- No school shall be recommended to the patronage of our people by 
the District Conferences that has not secured the approval of the District 
Board of Education.

Thompson be appointed Secretary 
and Treasurer of the Conference Board of Education. 



III. Local Boards. 

In each pastoral charge there shall be a Local Board of Education, 
consisting of three members, to be elected by the Quarterly Conference 
upon nomination of the preacher in charge. It shall be the duty of the 
Local Board : 

1. To co-operate with the pastor and Sunday School Superintendent 
in arranging and executing a programme for Children’s Day. 

2. To secure, as far as possiole, the statistics called for by the District 
Board of Education. 

3. To aid the representatives of our educational institutions in the 
canvass of the charge. 

4. To recommend to the District Board of Education such persons as 
they approve as beneficiary candidates for the ministry, to report 
whether they are unable to provide for the expenses of their education 
other than tuition, and to raise the amount laid upon the charge by the 
District Board. 

5. To report in writing to the District Board of Education the stati.s- 
tics gathered by them of the educational work within the pastoral 
charges, together with the number of students attending our institutions 
of learning from their charges. 

In order to carry this organization into effect at once, we recommend 
that the Presiding Elders be requested now to name four laymen in each 
of their several districts to be elected by this Conference, to act until

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

Your Board submits the following report : 

After careful consideration we realize the great need of more interest 
and enthusiasm in Sunday School work and the importance of systema- 
tized effort. We therefore recommend : 

1. That the Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues have a joint con- 
ference some time during the year, similar to the one held at Concord 
the past year, at time and place to be designated later by the joint board 
and committee. 

2. That in accordance with the provision of the discipline, wherever 
practicable. District Sunday School Conferences shall be held in addi- 
tion to such attention as may be given to this cause at our regular Dis- 
trict Conferences. 

3. That whenever such District Conferences are held, we act con- 
jointlv with the Epworth Leagues, if mutually agreeable. 

4. That whenever such joint meetings are held, the joint assembly 
elect a presiding officer, and that the respective chairuien of Sunday 
Schools and Epworth Leagues serve as corresponding vice-presidents. 

5. We urge the Presiding Elders to stress the importance of Sunday 
Schools, especially on their second rounds of Quarterly Conferences, so 
that all schools suspended during the winter may be re-opened early in 
the spring, and that the Sunday Schools may have a new impetus given 
to them. 

6. As some of our churches have appropriated the funds collected on 
•‘ChildreiPs Day” to other purposes and interests of the church, con- 
trary to our discipline, we urge all our pastors to send the entire 
amount collected on said day to D. B. Coltraue, Treasurer, Concord, 
N. C. 

7. We deplore the fact that in too many cases religious instruction is 
almost entirely relegated from the family to the Sunday School ; and 
since this is the case, we would emphasize the demand for teachers bet- 
ter prepared both in head and heart, depending on the Word of God,. 
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under the enlightening influences of the Holy Spirit, and the best lesson 
helps at their command. 

Your Board is convinced that teachers’ meetings would greatly assist 
our teachers in furnishing them with the above qualifications for suc- 
cessfully teaching the Word of God. Wherever practicable let oar 
schools organize te?cl;ers’ meetings 

S. Your Board proposes to furnish Children’s Day programs free of 
charge to all superintendents or schools making application for same 
with a promise to hold the service and take the collection. 

9. The present standard of our Sundav School literature has reached 
a mark of hivh excellence. We point to it with gratitude to God, and 
with the desire that all of our schools he supplied with the same. 

10. We urge the imnortance of organizing our Sundav Schools into 
missionarv societies. If we can do this the church of the next genera- 
tion will be largely a missionarv church. 

11. The “Home Department’’ of the work should he adopted in 
every Sundav School, and would result in great good, in that it will 
gradually enlist those outside into the active work of the school. 

12. Y'our Board would recommend the purchase of all needed litera- 
ure through Rev. N. R. Richardson, our Conference colporter.

2. Wht-reas. the two Joint Epworth League and Sundav School Con- 
ferences held the p ;st two years were decidedly successful, and since it 
was the unanitnous request of each Conference that another beheld; 
and. whereas, the Epworth League vStanding Committee and Sunday 
School Board at this .\nnual Conference so desire and request; there- 
fore. we reconimetid that said Conference he held at a time and place to 
he ilesignated hv an executive committee appointed by the Epworth 
League Committee and Sundav School Board. 

3. We recommend tint the presiding elders at the District Confer- 
ences, when agreea'de, devote a special day conjointly to the Epworth 
Leagues and Sundav Schools. We also recommend that a District Ep- 
worlh League and Sunday School Conference he held whenever practi- 
cable. We further recommend that all the pastors, who have not done 
so. do organize Epworth Leagues as earlv in the vear as they can. and 
thus give them the opportunity of participating in the coming Confer- 
ence. 

4 We recommend to the patronage of our Eoworth Leagues the Ep 
worth Era, our Leacue organ, the Epworth News, of Asheville, N. C., 
ar.ft the course of reading prescribed by the G'^neral Board.

WHERE.A.S, IManv of the deeds to our church property do not contain 
the trust clause as required by the law of our church ; and whereas, our 
churches and parsonages are often improperly located, therefore be it 
Resolved i. That all our preachers are urgently requested to give their 
attention to the kind of deeds that convey us property, both for churches 
and parsonages, and see to it that they contain the trust clause of the 
discipline. 

Resolved 2. That the pastors use their influence to get churghes that 
are to be built, located at the most convenient and suitable place for the 
society that is to worship in them. 
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Resolved 3. That pastors and laymen are urged to see that parsonages 
are located (especially on the circuits) in the towns and villages, or in 
the most thickly settled portions of the charge, and where it will be the 
most convenient for the preacher and his family to live.

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SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

The Committee to whom was referred a commuuication from Bishop 
P. F. Stevens, in regard to Sunday mails, recommend the presentation 
of the foregoing petition to the PostofEce Department of the United 
States : 

To the Hon. James A. Gary, Postmaster General — 

Honored Sir : The Sunday railway train, by its ready and wide-ex- 
tended inducement to travel, both for pleasure and business, is un- 
doubtedly the most influential agency now undermining public rever- 
ence for the divinely appointed Sabbath. 

The transportation of the mail, except in the vicinity of large cities, 
is the chief cause and support of the Sunday tiain. 

The great facilities for daily interconmuiuication by rail, telegraph 
and telephone, leave no excuse for the Sunday mail as a necessity, a 
fact sustained by the diminished mail service and almost universal clos- 
ing of postoffices in England and Canada. 

State legislation cannot stop United Slates mail trains, therefore the 
responsibility for Sunday mail service, and largely for all Sunday travel, 
rests solely upon the postoffice department. 

If the United States goverunit nt. through you and your department, 
bv the approval and direction of the President, would set the example 
of reverence for the Lord’s day by stopping the transmission of mails 
and closing all postofffces on Sunday, it would evoke a divine blessing 
upon itself and the whole country ; would leach a sublime lesson to the 
world ; would confer a great boon upon thousands of its own and other 
officials and employees, and w’ould put such a stamp of condemnation 
upon all acts of public desecration of the Sabbath as would deter good 
citizens from their commission, and render all proper Sunday laws. 
Stale and municipal, easy of enforcement. 

We, the Western North Carolina Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, therefore, do most earnestly but respectfully petition 
you, and through you his Excellency the Piesident, to forbid the trans- 
mission of any mails on Sundav, and order the closing of all postoffices 
throughout the United States on that day. 

And we direct our Secretary to forward a copy of the same to the 
Postmaster General of the United States.

THE HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF THE WESTERN NORTH 
CAROLINA CONFERENCE. 

CONSTITUTION. 

•ArticeE I. This Societ}’ shall be known as the Historical Society of the 
Western N. C. Conference, and its membership shall be composed of all 
the members of the Conference, and of the various Boards, and the 
presidents and faculties of all our colleges and schools run in the in- 
terest of Methodism within the bounds of our Conference. 

Art, II. The object of this Society shall be to collect and preserve in- 
formation in connection with the rise and progress of Methodism in the 
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bounds of the Western N. C. Conference and elsewhere;. also curios of 
interest, manuscripts, portraits, etc., etc. 

Art. III. The property of this Society shall be deposited at , 

and each article shall be numbered and labeled, with the name of the 
Society, name of the donor, and the date of presentation, the label to 
correspond with a like entry in a register kept for that purpose. 

Art. IV. The interests of this Society shall be under the supervision 
of a president, two vice-presidents, a treasurer, and a secretary (whose 
duties shall be such as usually pertain to such oflBces), and three man- 
agers, the same to be elected annually, and to remain in oflBce till their 
successors are elected. These shall constitute a Board of Managers. 

Art. V. The Board of Managers shall meet annually at the seat of 
the annual Conference session. The Society shall meet annually on 
Tuesday night before the meeting of the annual Conference, for the 
purpose of hearing an historical lecture or paper read, for the election 
of offices, or attending to any other business pertaining to the Society. 
And all papers read before the Society shall be considered the property 
of this Society, and held as such. 

Art. VI. All the property of the Society shall be open to the inspec- 
tion of the members of the Society and others, under the restrictions 
and regulations of the Board of Managers. And in no case shall any 
article be removed from the museum or repository, except by permission 
of the Board of Managers. 

Art. VII. The expense of the Society shall be met by voluntary con- 
tributions. 

Art. VIII. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any regu- 
lar meeting of the Society by a vote of two-thirds of the members pres- 
ent; Provided, such alteration or amendment shall be presented in 
writing and approved by a majority of the Board of Managers.
